Moscow, Russia — OP) — Conx-inced of 


the possibility that, the missing diris- 
ible Italia may 'have '^ome-down on 
Franz Josef 'fend, east of 'Spitzbergen^ 
the Russian Xobile relief commission 
has decided to send an expedition to 
that little known region.

The, amateur at Vozne- 
sensk, in north Dvinsk province bor- 
dering Archangel confirmed reports of 
the- message giving- the full text al- 
though apparently garbled. It read: 


"Italia .Xobile Franz Josefs S O S , 


S O S, S O S, Territeng Ehn."

Italia's radio station, the amateur op- 
erator stated.

take altitude, the radio messages an-

path.

of their crimes, William Edward Hick-

The new code, which saved Hick- 


man from the quick meting out of a 
fate for which the public clamored, 
was moulded through the force of 
moral opinion exasperated by the law's 
slowness and uncertainty. 


Thus the "breaks." which enabled 


the kidnaper and killer of the daugh- 
ter of a Los Angeles banker to elude 
for eight days capture by the police 
authorities of three states, have fol- 
lowed him past the date set for his 
execution. 


It was his. fortune to be the first 


brought to trial under the new code 
and so he was enabled to take ad- 
vantage of the delays resulting from 
tlio first testing of acrimmal proced- 
ure and its constitutionality. 


The efficiency of the statute was in- 


dicated to sponsors of the law by the 
speed with which Hickman was first 
' found sane and then, by the same jury 
and almost without pause, decided 
guilty and sentenced to death.

There may 
be nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, slight 
fever, lapid pulse and sweating. Rare- 
ly is there a chill. Headache, stiffness 
of the muscles of the neck, pains in 
various parts of 
the Body without 


warning or apparent cause, and gen- 
eral muscular tenderness are common 
but in no IMSO distinctive manifesta- 
tions. 


"Unfortunately, there is nothing in 


the early combination of symptoms of 
this disease which indicates its speci- 
fic nature. 
The 
first characteristic 


sign is paralysis which, m the major- 
ity of cabcs. is preceded by a combin- 
ation of widely variable and indefinite 
symptoms. Mothers state that their 
children \\erc sleeping: too much and 
when they - awakened them in 
the 


morning, they found them with some 
limb paralyzed. 


"Generally, the paralysis begins in 


the lower extremities involving one or 
both legs. But it mty begin in the 
arms and at times the first and pos- 
sibly only evidence is in some muscles 
of the neck or trun. The progress of

muscles become involved, death is im- 
minent.

In this attempt at discussion of the 


prospective 1928 American Olympic 
earn and its possibilities in the Am- 
terdam games this summer, the or- 
der Is going to be reversed for the 
purpose of brevity and clarity and the 
K>int of conclusion offered as the in- 
troduction. 
The concluding point is that the 
Jnited States Is going to win the 
track and field games at Amsterdam 
and It should be the logical winner 
wcauso no other nation in the world 
has such young man power, such fi- 
nancial resources and such excellence 
if coaching. 
The 192S team should, by a line of 


general reasoning, be better,than the 
iredeccssors which never have been 
defeated in Olympic competition and 
should be ahead of any improvement 
attained in foreign athletics. 


Each four years the American team 


fhould have better athletes because 
year by year the foundation of athle- 
.ics in grammar 
schools and high 


schools is being built more solidly and 
the highly skilled college coaches are 
getting material in hand that is de- 
veloped almost perfectly for the fi- 
nishing touch—that final touch uhich 
adds an inch or a foot of height or 
distance and a few seconds to a min- 
uto of time. 


There are nations that have a better

ago Wisconsin schools were confront- 
ed with much the same problems as 
today, according to the report of Axel 
P. Ladd, state superintendent of pub- 
lic- instruction, to the legislature of 
1852. 
A portion of the report is giv- 


en in the current number of the Wis- 
consin Journal of Education. 


"A school house-, should not, in its 


arrangement and appearance, continu- 
ally ^suggest a contrast with the com- 
forts of home," the report declared. "If 
it does, it becomes an object of aver- 
sion instead of attachment. 


"Physical comfort is necessary to 


mental improvement. A child can- 
not make programs in its studies while 
perched upon a high and narrow seat; 
while suffering from the extremes of 
heat or cold: while oppressed by the 
inhalations of impure air, and where 
three are crowded into the 
space 


which one should occupy." 


Even at that time the need of play- 


ground space was apparent to Mr. 
Ladd. 
He said, "let means of re- 


creation be provided. Let the play- 
ground be enclosed,-overspread with 
refreshing shade, and covered with 
green. The child that is happy and 
contented will be a studious and duti- 
ful scholar.'

It is quite a simple matter to help 


one dope out a trip of several days to 
some place where ho will meet witl 
more or less success in a fishing way 
according to his ability as an angler 
and in accordance with weather con 
ditlons. It is not so simple a mattei 
however, 
to point out tho trail to 


where he will be satified v\ith results 
on a one day trip. 


In looking around last week I came 


across a place where I had good fish- 
ing and was able to get homo the 
same evening. Here is the dope for 
any of you who wish to try it. I took 
County Trunk A west from Crivitz. 
In getting out of town on that road 
it is well to remember that you do 
not cross the bridge. 
You turn 


south, just before reaching that point. 
At the second Httlo white school house 
you turn to the left. Follow this road 


it will lead you to a point on the 


Peshtigo pond where there are two 
resjorts. However, aside from getting 
a boat, j'ou need pay no further at- 
terftion to them nor to the fishermen 
who may bo there unless you care to. 
After you are out on the river you. 
may not-even see another fisherman 
during the day. The territory is very 
large. 


On the opening day. May 25, a 


Northern pike weighing twenty-eight 
pouqds was taken there, a short way 
below the bridge. 
That fish came 


within a few pounds of being a. world's 
record specimen. Another fisherman 
landed lour Small Mouth bass that 
were monsters. 


I think the biggest fish are taken 


below the bridge but on my last trip 
to that place, I decided to go up 
river; for the wind was from the 
northwest and I knew it would carry 
my boat down river and I could cast 
the likely looking places without ef. 
fort. 
For that reason I rowed up 


about lv,o miles and began fishing on 
my icturn trip. 


Just this sido of where the river 


narrows up shaiply, lay a mass of old 
logs and debris In a little bend in the 
river. My firtt cast fell short but my 
second exceeded tho speed limit and 
passed entirely over tho first log.' In- 
stantly tho water skilled and an Old 
Northern pike grabbed- the luro. Un- 
der the logs he dove and before 'I 
could even attempt to prevent it, my 
"plug" was gone. He v\as a big lun-< 
ker and would have given me a pret- 
ty tussle had I had a chance in clear 
water. 


I attached another luro of the same 


kind and patiently cast all the likely 
looking spots around there but did 
not get another rise 
As the wind 


slowly drifted the boat down stream, 
I shot tho plug into the little coves 
apd alongside the old logs. 
Finally 


I had another strike and this time-1 
hooked him where the advantage was 
on my side. 
I landed h.im and I

I tried various lures on the way 


down but that day they preferred just 
:h« one red and white plug. By the 
:ime. I had reached my starting place
